The enclosed Abstract of JP6-302798 was cited during an examination of a 
Japanese counterpart JP2000-47751 of the present application. Referring to Fig. 1 of 
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JP6-302798, a transparent conductive film to which a predetermined voltage is applied is 
disposed via an insulator 101 on a metal wiring 5a in a photoreceiving region. However, 
JP6-302798 fails to disclose the special feature of the present invention that the conductor 
disposed via the insulator is formed from the same layer as the light-screening layer 
defining the pixel region (opening). In that respect, the present invention has been
